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City council. 
Committee 
votes in 
favourof 
amendment 
to restrict 
body-rub 
hours 


There will likely be a closing 
time for body-rub massage 
parlours, thanks to a city 
council committee vote on 
Wednesday. 

A bylaw affecting business 
licences that passed last fall 
allowed the city’s 38 known 
establishments to operate 
24 hours per day as of Jan. 1, 
instead of the prior 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m. 

In the spring, members of 
the Edmonton Police Service 
asked councillors to reinstate 
the restricted hours for 
safety reasons. 

But the issue was put off 
so owners and operators 
who had voiced opposition 
to proposed reversal could 
speak — but none showed up 
Wednesday. 

And while the commit¬ 
tee voted in favour of the 
amendment, they did voice 
some concerns. 

“If we regulate out the 
time for peak demand, then 
we will drive it under¬ 
ground,” said Coun. Don 
Iveson. 

“I think you’re fooling 
yourselves if you think this is 
going to stop at 11:01,” added 
Mayor Stephen Mandel. 

Scott Mackie, manager of 
the city’s current planning 
branch, said the key is police 
supervision, as well as a 
training course focusing on 
sexual exploitation that must 
be taken in order for a busi¬ 
ness licence to be granted. 

Also, a $2,000 fine can be 
issued for acting outside the 
bylaw, and a business licence 
can be suspended. 

City council will vote on 
the amendment next week, 
and an update will be pro¬ 
vided next fall.

False alarms. No rats in Edmonton despite increase in calls 



Thanks to a rat infestation 
found at a Medicine Hat land¬ 
fill and a dead rodent turning 
up in a Calgaiy commun¬ 
ity over the past week or so, 
Edmontonians are starting 
to see the creatures running 
around. 

Or so they think. 

“We had a number of calls 
come in today with regards to 
rat sightings,” Keith Scott, the 
city’s community standards 
co-ordinator, said Wednesday. 
“(But) we maintain that we’re 
rat-ffee up here.” 

Scott said there are, on 
average, between five and 10 
calls to the city each year re¬ 
garding rat sightings. 

“Today we had eight,” he 
said with a laugh. “So that’s 
pretty significant for us.” 


Scott said all calls that 
have come in have been in¬ 
vestigated. 

One was in a marsh area 
where muskrats can be found 
— and mistaken for rats. 
Another was a woman who 
said her five-year-old grand¬ 
daughter spotted a rat in a 
tunnel-t 3 ^e apparatus at a 
playground. 

The city took over inspec¬ 
tions from the province about 
three years ago, and Scott said 
there hasn’t been a rat in Ed¬ 
monton during that time. 

Meanwhile, Alberta has an 
official Rat Patrol that elim¬ 
inates curious rats within 
a 600-kilometre-long and 
30-kilometre-wide zone along 
the eastern provincial bound¬ 
ary.

Crossing the street can get 
rather expensive, especially 
if ja 5 ^alking downtown. 

Bylaw officers are in the 
midst of an enforcement 
blitz, said Gerry Shimko, the 
city’s executive director of 
the office of traffic safety. 

“We ... provide informa¬ 
tion in the form of a hot 
spot where they would see 
a prevalence of ja 3 ^alking,” 
he said, noting the issue is 
101 Street in the 102 Avenue 
area, and three or four blocks 
around that “epicentre.” 

The blitz is done at least 
once per year and has been 
done in other areas, but 
downtown is particularly 


bad, said Shimko. 

Not only do pedestrians 
cross when the hand sig¬ 
nal is flashing or solid, they 
cross at both marked and un¬ 
marked spots while texting 
or listening to music. 

“Just because you have 
the right-of-way ... that does 
not mean somebody will give 
you the right-of-way,” he 
said. 

Enforcement is carried out 
eveiy day, but the blitz 
will wrap up at the 
end of next week.

Animals at the Edmonton Val¬ 
ley Zoo are enjoying home¬ 
grown, organic food and herbs 
after a successful first year for 
the zoo’s Enrichment Garden. 

The project is meant to en¬ 
hance zoo life for the animals 
so they can get healthy greens 

— from lettuce to petunias and 
almost everything in between 

— and to visually enhance the 
zoo. 

“Sometimes they eat it, 
sometimes they just smell it, 
and sometimes they’ll rub on 
it. It’s just to make life better 
and act more natural, like they 
would in the wild,” said zoo 
team leader Wade Krasnow. 
“Enrichment is not a luxury 
for animals anymore, it’s man-

datoiy. It helps stimulate their 
mind and their body 

“We know it’s fresh, it 
doesn’t have any pesticides.” 

Thanks to plenty of rain and 
heat, the garden experienced a 
stellar first growing season and 
there are plans to eventually 
expand the garden to include 
heartier plants like bamboo. 

Both animals and visitors 
are drawn to the bright colours 
of the public garden that sits 
along the boardwalk leading to 
Arctic Shores. 

“Sometimes customers wiU 
come by and grab a little snack, 
but that’s enrichment for them 
too.... (Animals) react in differ¬ 
ent ways. Some are indifferent, 
some gobble it up right away,” 
Krasnow said. 


County concerned about electronic music test 


One day before a four-day 
music festival was to take 
place southeast of Edmonton, 
organizers were informed 
that safety requirements 
have not been met. 

Through their website on 
Wednesday, Leduc County 
issued a warning to those 
with tickets to the Mad Hat¬ 
ter Music Festival. 

“They haven’t been able to 
meet requirements regarding 
health permits, emergency 
plans, additional security and 
first responders,” said Leila 
Daoud, county communica¬ 
tions co-ordinator, adding 
hundreds and even thou¬ 


sands could be in attendance. 

But the electronic and 
rock music festival, slated for 
Thursday through Monday, is 
on private property just west 
of Highway 21. 

Organizers didn’t say Wed¬ 
nesday whether they would 
cancel or relocate the event, 
just that they were planning 
to fight for their rights. 

“This definitely comes as 
a shock,” said Sarah Dantzer. 
“But we’re proactively re¬ 
acting. 

“This has been a beautiful 
thing; this is our fourth year 
... and we’ve never had any 
fights, injuries, claims, noth¬ 


ing of that nature.” 

While it is the fourth year 
for the festival, which has 
grown from a “cabin party,” it 
has never been held in Leduc 
County before. 

“We’ve been looking for a 
home,” said Dantzer. “We are 
Albertans tr 3 dng to showcase 
Alberta and Western Can¬ 
adian talent in Alberta, and 
it’s amazing how difficult it’s 
been to find places that are 
good with that.”

Yesterday marked the one-year 
anniversary of Jack La 3 ^on’s 
death. 

Many Albertans have been 
taking time to remember the 
life and legacy of the former 
NDP leader. 

David Eggen, MIA for 
Edmonton-Calder, said La 3 ^on 
impacted the pohtical climate 
within Canada and across the 
province. 

“La 3 ^on’s work helped 
to make social democratic 
principles in Alberta and made 
it easier for people to identify 
with the work we do,” said Eg¬ 
gen, who reclaimed his seat in 
this year’s provincial election. 

Bradley Lafortune, co-chair 
of the New Democratic Youth 
of Alberta, said La 3 ^on repre¬ 
sented hope for everyone, even 
those who weren’t supporters 
of the party. 

“He was able to inspire 
the type of pohtics that was 
beyond partisanship,” said the 
28-year-old.

It’s called one of the most

A vast tract of mountainous 
Northwest Territories terrain 
was christened Wednesday as 
a new national park — with 
a twist. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper billed it as striking a 
balance between protecting 
the environment and grow¬ 
ing Canada’s economy. 

The original Naats’ihch’oh 
reserve proposal was to 
protect 7,600 square kilo¬ 
metres from commercial ac¬ 
tivity. 

But the final decision 
instead sets aside just over 
4,300 square kilometres 


of lakes and rainbow-hued 
mountains about 90 minutes 
south of Norman Wells. 

The remaining territory 
has the potential for mineral 
development — which is why 
it was left out of the final 
plan. 

“One of our objectives is to 
make sure we protect our en¬ 
vironment and also allow for 
economic opportunity here,” 
said Harper, who unveiled 
plans for the park as part 
of his annual late-summer 
sojourn through Canada’s 
North.

There’s an unusual 
festive air to events 
as holidays end and 
young protesters take 
to the streets again 


They’re baaack! 

Student protesters burst 
into the Quebec election 
scene Wednesday after drop¬ 
ping off the radar in the cam¬ 
paign’s first weeks. 

Thousands of students 
marched in Montreal — just 
as they have on the 22nd of 
every month for the last six 
months. 

The event was peaceful, at 
times even festive. 

But in some cases people 
tore down a number of poht- 
ical campaign posters for dif¬ 
ferent parties. 

The protests have faded as 
an election issue, mere weeks 
after they were attracting 
international news coverage 
and dominating the political 
conversation. 

The student umest didn’t 
even come up once in the 
only election debate to have 
featured all four leaders of 
the biggest parties. 

Part of that absence has 
to do with a strategic deci¬ 
sion made by many students: 
most have returned to class, 
with some citing a desire to 
avoid making themselves a 
campaign issue. 

Premier Jean Charest is 
accused by opponents of ma¬ 
nipulating the calendar to 
ensure the strikes would be 


a top-of-mind issue for voters. 

His emergency law set the 
mid-to-late August dates for 
the return to colleges and uni¬ 
versities, and then he called 
an election for that same per¬ 


iod. But few students appear 
to be pla5dng their assigned 
part in Charest’s campaign 
script. 

The number of students 
on strike has diminished by 


more than four-fifths since 
the peak of the movement. 

But that doesn’t mean the 
issue has disappeared com¬ 
pletely; universities are set 
to reopen in the coming days 
and it’s unclear how smooth 
that process will be. 

One spokesperson for the 
more militant student organ¬ 
ization, CLASSE, promised 
the students would continue 
striking in defiance of Bill

Fort Hood shooting 
case. Muslim 
defendant who may 
face death penalty 
doesn’t want to die 
without a beard 


Can an Army psychiatrist 
charged in the 2009 Fort 
Hood shooting rampage be 
forcibly shaved of his beard 
before his murder trial? 

Yes, a military judge said 
Wednesday 

“Forced shaving is not 
a novel concept in the mil¬ 
itary,” said a judge’s response 
filed with the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Armed Forces. 

The accused killer, Maj. 
Nidal Hasan, has grown a 
beard to express his Mushm 
faith. 

His lawyers have said he 



won’t shave since he has had 
a premonition that his death 
is imminent, and he doesn’t 
want to die without a beard 
because he believes not hav¬ 
ing one is a sin. 


Hasan faces the death pen¬ 
alty or life in prison without 
parole if convicted in the Nov¬ 
ember, 2009, attack on the 
Texas Army post that killed 
13 people and wounded more 
than two dozen others. 

Last week the appeals 
court delayed Hasan’s court- 
martial, which had been set 
to start this week with jury 
selection. 

The judge. Col. Gregory 
Gross, has banned Hasan 
from hearings since he first 
showed up in court in June 
with a beard, letting him 
watch the proceedings on a 
closed-circuit television in a 
nearby room. 

But Gross said Hasan will 
be forcibly shaved before 
the trial if he doesn’t shave 
himself. Army rules prohibit 
beards, and those who join 
the military agree to give up 
certain personal interests.

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Tampa. Hurricane could 
strike site of Republican 
convention: Forecasts 


Tropical Storm Isaac is posing a 
potential threat to next week’s 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tion in Florida, which culmin¬ 
ates in the nomination of Mitt 
Romney for president. 

The U.S. National Hurricane 
Center on Wednesday mor¬ 
ning said Isaac was expected to 
strengthen and could become a 
hurricane by Thursday 

Convention organizers 
knew it was a possibility during 
the peak of hurricane season. 
About 70,000 delegates, party 
officials, journalists, protesters 
and others are expected to at¬ 
tend. 

It’s been 90 years since a 
major hurricane made a direct 
hit on Tampa, the site of the 
convention. Florida, historic¬ 
ally the nation’s top target for 
tropical systems, has not been 
hit by a major hurricane since 
Wilma in 2005. 

National Hurricane Center 
computer models had pre¬ 
dicted Isaac would become a 
hurricane over the next few 
days, meaning maximum 
winds must be at least 120 
km/h. Some models had the 
storm striking Florida, includ¬ 
ing the Tampa Bay area, after 
moving across Cuba or the Ba-

Japan PM, nuclear protesters remain far apart

Japan’s prime minister met for 
the first time with leaders of 
weekly anti-nuclear protests 
Wednesday but rejected their 
demand that two recently re¬ 
started nuclear plants should 
be shut again. 

Tens of thousands of people 


have been gathering every Fri¬ 
day night outside Prime Min¬ 
ister Yoshihiko Noda’s oflSce 
compoimd to protest against 
nuclear power because of safety 
concerns set offby last year’s Fu- 
kushima Dai-ichi nuclear crisis. 

The 11 protest leaders were 
allowed into the complex for 
the first time since they started 
chanting anti-nuclear slogans 
outside the tightly guarded 
building in April. 

“When the majority of the 
general public opposed the re¬ 


start, you forced it by trampling 
down on us. It was ridiculous 
and outrageous,” protester Mi- 
sao Redwolf told Noda as she 
sat across from him. “We wiU 
continue our protests as long as 
you keep ignoring our voices.” 

Noda initially called the 
demonstrations “big noise,” 
triggering criticism. He prom¬ 
ised the protesters on Wednes¬ 
day he would listen to people’s 
views and reflect them in pohcy 
decisions. But he did not accept 
their demands that his govern-

ment shut down two reactors 
that were restarted in July and 
keep the rest of the country’s 
48 reactors shuttered.

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Right-to-die 
advocate’s ‘living 
nightmare’ ends 


Euthanasia debate. 

Tony Nicklinson’s 
death from pneumonia 
comes a week after 
British court rejected 
his right-to-die request 


Tony Nicklinson, paralyzed 
and unable to speak, found 
life so unbearable he wanted 
to die. On Wednesday, the 
58-year-old Briton got his 
wish. 

His family said he died of 
pneumonia at home. 

In January, Nicklinson 
asked the High Court to de¬ 
clare that any doctor who 
killed him with his con¬ 
sent would not be charged 
with murder. Last week, the 
court rejected his request, a 
decision that Nicklinson 
said had left him “devastated 



and heartbroken.” 

Nicklinson was a for¬ 
mer corporate manager and 
rugby player who suffered a 
stroke in 2005 that left him 
with locked-in syndrome. He 
was unable to speak or move 
below his neck and required 
constant care. Nicklinson 
communicated mostly by 
blinking, although his mind 
had remained unaffected 


and his condition was not 
terminal. 

Nicklinson had argued that 
British law violated his right 
to “private and family life” as 
guaranteed by the European 
Convention on Human Rights, 
on the ground that being able 
to choose how to die is a mat¬ 
ter of personal autonomy. He 
had previously described his 
life as “a living nightmare.” 

One of his daughters said 
on Twitter that before he 
died, Nicklinson had asked 
them to tweet “Goodbye 
world the time has come, 1 
had some fun.” 

Police said they would not 
be investigating Nicklinson’s 
death. “We can confirm he 
passed away,” a police spokes¬ 
man said on customary condi¬ 
tion of anon 3 nnity. “His death 
certificate has been signed by 
a doctor, so it is not a matter 
for Wiltshire Pohce or the cor¬ 
oner.”

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Chinese activists return home 


Disputed land. 

Homecoming isn’t 
likely to end feud — 
Chinese have vowed to 
make another attempt 
to occupy islands 


Hong Kong gave a hero’s wel¬ 
come home Wednesday to ac¬ 
tivists who landed on disput¬ 
ed islands and whose video of 
their scuffles with Japanese 
police will likely aggravate 
nationahst tensions further. 

The seven activists were 
part of a 14-person group 
that managed to evade the 
Japanese Coast Guard in a 
rusty fishing boat to reach the 
islands a week ago. The group 
included two reporters from 
Phoenix TV, which broadcast 
video for the first time of the 
activists’ desperate confron¬ 
tation with Japanese officers 
as they landed on the barren 
islands. 

Known as Senkaku in 
Japan and Diao 3 m in China, 
the islands are surrounded by 
rich fishing grounds and may 
also be near underwater nat¬ 
ural gas deposits. 

They’re controlled by 
Japan but also claimed by 


China and Taiwan. 

In the video, six of the ac¬ 
tivists are seen clambering 
over the rocky shoreline. The 
group wades ashore, advan¬ 
cing toward several dozen 
Japanese police officers wear¬ 
ing riot gear. 

One of them waves 
China’s national flag as the 
officers watch. But as they try 
to go further, the police block 
the way. Two of them make a 
run for it but are tackled by 
the officers. 

The whole group was ar¬ 
rested and quickly expelled 
from Japan in a move seen 
as an attempt to soothe ten¬ 
sions. But anti-Japan senti¬ 
ment flared up an 3 m/^ay in 
China, where thousands pro¬ 
tested last weekend in 10 cit¬ 
ies, with some carr 3 dng ban¬ 
ners demanding Japan give 
up the islands. 

The activists’ battered 
boat was greeted by throngs 
of supporters as it arrived 
on Hong Kong’s waterfront, 
where it was also welcomed 
by the other half of the group 
who returned by plane ear¬ 
lier. Phoenix also broadcast 
footage of a Japanese coast 
guard vessel ramming the 
activists’ boat to try to stop it 
from reaching the island.

But the Ottawa bureau 
chief of China’s Xinhua 
news agency dismissed that 
claim as “Cold War” ideol¬ 
ogy- 

Ottawa-based freelance 
journalist and author Mark 
Bourrie makes the allega¬ 
tion against the Xinhua 
news service in an article 
published in Ottawa Maga¬ 
zine. 

The matter will likely re¬ 
vive debate aroimd the long¬ 
standing issue of whether 
Xinhua is an intelligence¬ 
gathering front for the Chi¬ 
nese government instead of 
a legitimate news service. 

Bourrie, 55, said he re¬ 
signed in April after work¬ 
ing for two years for Xinhua 
in Ottawa because its Ot¬ 
tawa bureau chief, Dacheng 
Zhang, wanted him to use 
his parliamentary press pass 
to gain access to the Dalai 
Lama’s final news confer¬ 
ence, and turn over all notes 
and materials without writ¬ 
ing a Stoiy.

Brazil’s Supreme Court has 
ordered the release of an Ama¬ 
zon rancher charged with be¬ 
ing one of the masterminds 
of the 2005 IdUing of Amer¬ 
ican mm and activist Dorothy 
Stang. 

The Supreme Court ruled 
Tuesday night that Regivaldo 
Galvao has the right to remain 
free pending the outcome of 
his appeal process. 

In 2010, a jury found Regiv¬ 
aldo Galvao guilty of ordering 
Stang’s death and sentenced 
him to 30 years in jail. But he 
was freed on appeal. 

He was imprisoned one 
year later after a Para state 
court ruled that he had to start 
serving his sentence before 
his appeal process had run its

course. Galvao was expected to 
be released later Wednesday 

Also convicted of ordering 
Stang’s murder is Vitalmiro 
Moura, who is serving a 30- 
year jail term. 

Stang was bom in Da37ton, 
Ohio, and spent three decades 
frying to preserve the rain for¬ 
est and defending the rights of 
poor settlers who confronted 


powerful ranchers seeking 
their lands in the Amazon’s 
wild frontier. The northern 
Brazilian state of Para, where 
Stang was gunned down with 
six, close-range shots from 
a revolver, is notorious for 
land-related violence, contract 
killings, slave-like labour con¬ 
ditions and environmental de- 
stmction. the associated press

Retail sales in Canada fell 
in June, widely missing ex¬ 
pectations of a small gain as 
increasingly cautious shop¬ 
pers pulled back on a num¬ 
ber of fronts and overnight 
trips to the U.S. hit a record 
high as higher duty-free 
exemptions kicked in. 

Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported Wednesday that sea¬ 
sonally adjusted retail sales 
declined 0.4 per cent to 
$38.7 billion in June from 
the month earlier, more 
than offsetting a gain in 
May and frustrating econo¬ 
mists who had expected a 
0.1 per cent increase. 

The biggest declines 
were felt by retailers who

address to a labour group, but 
also the first time any Bank 
of Canada governor has made 
such an overture. 

Carney addressed a persis¬ 
tent complaint of those who 
put the blame for weak ex¬ 
ports squarely on the shoul¬ 
ders of the strong Canadian 
dollar. The manufacturing 
sector and auto industry have 
been particularly hard hit in 
recent years. 

He noted Canada’s export 
performance was the second- 
worst in the G20 over the last 
decade, with only nine per 
cent of exports going to fast¬ 
growing emerging markets 
such as China and India. 

The structure of the Can¬ 
adian economy, “unfortu¬ 
nately, is too north-south, not 
enough east-west in a global 
sense,” Carney said during a 
media conference after his 
speech. 

While CAW president Ken 
Lewenza conceded that the 
dollar isn’t the only factor af¬ 
fecting auto manufacturing, 
he maintained that the loonie 
is more significant than Car¬ 
ney suggested.

Animals weighed 
at annual check 

It’s time to find out which 
critter has been gorging.

Installation 

Now it’s time to start la37ing 
the planks of your new lamin¬ 
ate floor! 

For the best appearance, 
lay planks parallel to the long¬ 
est wall in the room. Place half 
inch spacers against each wall 
and push the first plank up 
against them, with the groove 
toward the wall. 

These spacers create an 
expansion gap so the floor 
can expand and contract with¬ 
out warping or buckling, and 
will later be covered by base 
moulding. 

As you lay down each 
plank, match the tongue and 
groove and tap into place 
using a scrap piece of flooring 
to protect the planks. 

Ensure pieces fit snugly and 
there are no gaps. Stagger the 
joints of flooring by offsetting 
new rows 6-8 inches so the 
joints at the end of the planks 
aren’t lined up in a row — this 


helps for stability and appear¬ 
ance. The last plank will need 
to be cut to fit. 

Thresholds and Base Mould¬ 
ing 

Thresholds are used between 
the end of the flooring and any 
open doors. 

They come in different 
styles to accommodate the 
kind and height of floor¬ 
ing. After instalhng your de¬ 
sired thresholds, remove the 
spacers from each wall and 
install base moulding to cover 
the expansion gap.

If you don’t plan to get rid 
of your TV and furniture, 
the simple answer is to 
dust. 

Studies have shown that 
consumer products, not 
industrial releases, are the 
likely source of flame re¬ 
tardants or, PBDEs (polybro- 
minated diphenyl ethers) 
building up in people and 
animals. 

These toxic chemicals 

— found in furniture, 
carpets and electronics 

— have been linked to 
cancer, adverse effects on 
the developing brain, and 
immune and reproductive 
problems. 

They are also persis¬ 
tent and bioaccumulative, 
which means they build up 
in the environment and our 
bodies (and in the bodies of 
animals like polar bears 
and killer whales). 

That’s right, your TV, 
curtains and couch shed PB¬ 
DEs. Then these chemicals 
contaminate household 
dust, posing a substantial 
health risk to people. In 
fact, household dust is now 
recognized as one of the 
most significant sources of 
childhood exposure to toxic 
substances. 

Studies show that dust 
is really a chemical soup 
with low levels of flame re¬ 
tardants, phthalates, metals 
like lead, mercury and ar¬ 
senic, and pesticides. Sure, 
some of these chemicals 
are tracked in from outside, 
but most originate from the 
wear-and-tear of consumer 
products. You’ll also And 
higher levels in diyer lint 
and in the vacuum cleaner 
bag. 

As well as dusting more 
often — I suggest using a 
50:50 mix of vinegar and 
ohve oil to polish and clean 

— leave your shoes at the 
door. Shoes track contam¬ 
inated dirt into your home, 
with everything from pesti¬ 
cides to lead. 

The Door Mat Study sug¬ 
gests wiping shoes on a mat 
and taking them off at the 
door. 

And leave your runners, 
soccer cleats and bike shoes 
at the door instead of stor¬ 
ing them in a bedroom 
closet. It’s a simple step 
that can reduce lead dust in 
your home by 60 per cent. 
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Missed the spring? You can still 
catch gardening’s second season 


Cold-weather crops. 

With a bit of planning, 
your harvest can be 
extended long into fall 


Mid to late summer is prime 
time for gardeners — a last 
chance to grow a second batch 
of fresh vegetables before the 
plant-killing frosts arrive. Add a 
few protective enclosures, such 
as cold frames, overhead sheets 
and hoops, and the harvest can 


be extended imtil Thanksgiving 
and beyond. 

“The goal is to have fully 
grown, ready-to-pick plants 
that basically store themselves 
in the garden throughout the 
fall, so you can pick them as 
you need them over a long. 


sustained garden season,” said 
Renee Shepherd, foimder of 
Renee’s Garden Seeds in Felton, 
Calif. 

You can plant many of the 
cool-weather crops from seed 
if you time it properly, she 
said. That means choosing fast-

maturing varieties that can de¬ 
velop ahead of the average date 
for the first hard frost. 

“Row covers for plant pro¬ 
tection can always help extend 
the season when cold weather 
comes early, but if you plan and 
plant at the proper time, your 
fall harvests still will be abim- 
dant,” Shepherd said. 

Think ahead though, be¬ 
cause many neighbourhood 
nurseries close or have picked- 
over inventories after the rush 
for spring supplies has ended. 

“Some of the specialty gar¬ 
den centres and nurseries bring 
in extra plants for the fall, but 
you may have to purchase from 
another source and that takes 
some planning,” said David 
Hillock, an extension consumer 
horticulturist with Oklahoma 
State University. 

Before planting a second 
crop, turn the soil and refresh 
it. Fertilize to restore nutrients 
lost to the spring varieties. And 
be sure to water. The ground is 
hot in August, and new plants 
must get plenty of water, espe¬ 
cially while getting started. 

“An 32 thing you can do to 
help conserve soil moisture 
should be done,” said Rosie 
Lemer, a consumer horticul¬ 
turist with Purdue University 
Cooperative Extension. “Or¬ 
ganic mulches cool the soil and 


decrease the need for moisture, 
a big plus when starting over in 
the summertime.” 

There may be some overlap 
between spring and fall gar¬ 
dens. “Some beans and toma¬ 
toes might remain, perhaps — 
things that will ripen in cooler 
weatiier,” Hillock said. “But the 
typical fall garden crops tend to 
be more frost-tolerant.” 

Tender plants that usually 
stop growing or die after being 
nipped by frost include celery, 
eggplant, lima beans, cucum¬ 
bers and summer squash. 

Second-season crops capable 
of shrugging off several fall 
frosts — especially if covered 
by inexpensive plastic “tents” 
and warmed with light bulbs — 
include broccoli, cabbage, let¬ 
tuce, kale, spinach and turnips. 
“Here in Oklahoma, we have 
people harvesting tomatoes 
well into December if they have 
them covered,” Hillock said. 

And don’t forget herbs. 
Thyme is the hardiest, along 
with sage, parsley and oregano. 

There are other advantages 
to gardening in autumn: “Fewer 
pests and insects are aroimd,” 
Hillock said. “Temperatures 
are cooler with the fall rains. 
Disease isn’t as frequent as it is 
with the springtime plants but 
you do have to teep an eye out.”

Melissa d’Arabian is a home 
economist for a new era. Ac¬ 
tually, she’s more of a chief fi¬ 
nancial officer. 

That’s because the Food 
Network host is as adept at bal¬ 
ancing ledger sheets as she is at 
getting dinner on the table. 

It’s a handy skill that comes 
with being a trained financial 
strategist, and turned out to be 
an unlikely backbone for her 
culinaiy career. 

Her basic message to thrifty 
home cooks? Stretch your food 
dollars by treating your kitch¬ 
en in terms of profit and loss. 
“As the manager of a household 
you’re actually running a fairly 
complicated business,” she 
says. “There are simple lessons 
we can take from the business 
world and apply to our homes.” 

Forecasting 

Successful businesses project 
what their upcoming costs 
and revenues wiU be. A “rapid 
review” of a month’s worth of 
grocery receipts will give the 
home cook an idea of what’s 
being spent, d’Arabian says. 

Once you have that num¬ 


ber, figure out how much you’d 
like to save per month then do 
some quick menu planning. 

“Glance aroimd and see 
what needs to be used up,” 
she says. Then buy only what 
you need to fill out the meals 
already lurking in your pantry.” 

Marketing 

You have to promote dinner to 
your kids? “You don’t have to, 
but you’U be a lot more success 
if you do,” d’Arabian says. 

In the d’Arabian household, 
a difierent child “presents” the 
meal each night, explaining 
each dish in detail — what’s 
in it, where it’s from, how it’s 
made. “The act of presenting 
the food takes the mystery out 
of it for picky eaters,” she says. 

Here is d’Arabian’s recipe for 
a pizza you make on the grill. 

1 . Rub a bit of ohve oil onto 
cutting board, place pizza 
dough on it, turning to coat 
lightiy on aU sides with oil.
